This image of Ludden is from Password Plus, the third of four 
incarnations of Password (and Ludden's last). 

Allen Ludden hosted this durable game show, on which two teams, each with a celebrity and a 
contestant, played. One member of each team was shown the "password" ("As they look at it, we'd like 
you to see it."), and sought to have his or her partner guess the password by providing one-word clues. If 
the password was guessed after the first clue, the successful team was awarded ten points; if the word 
was guessed afier two clues, the team was given nine points, and so on. The first team to score twenty- 
five points won the game and proceeded to the "lightning round", where a player won $50 for each of 
five words that he or she could identify within sixty seconds. The show appeared in four different 

formats, airing on all three of the major television networks.. 
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1. Password (CBS) 


Jack Clark: "This is (female celebrity's profession and name)." 
Female celeb: "Thank you. And this is my partner, (partner's name and hometown)." 
Clark: "This is (male celebrity's profession and name)."

3. Password Plus (NBC) 


"It's more than Password, it's Password Plus! Our guest stars: (celebrities introduced) 
And here's the star of Password Plus, Allen Ludden!"

In January of 1979, the series appeared on NBC's daytime schedule; titled Password Plus and again 
hosted by Ludden, it again featured two celebrity-and-contestant teams. The teams no longer played for 
points. however: the first password guessed was placed on a board of five clues, cach of which related to 
a person, place or a thing. Whoever solved the puzzle won $100; the amount for the puzzles doubled to 
$200 after 2 puzzles were plaved. The first to reach $300 moved on to Alphabetics. In Alphabetics, the 
contestant tried to guess ten passwords, arranged alphabetically (if the first word began with A, then the 

last word began with J, and so on). Contestants received $100 for cach word guessed, or $5000 for all 
ten. Bill Cullen filled in for Ludden for a few months during the spring of 1980 (while he was hosting 
Chain Reaction). Ludden continued until the fall of 1980 (he died several months later). With Cullen 
hosting Blockbusters, Tom Kennedy was hired to host the show for the rest of its run. This version's 
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4. Super Password (NBC) 
"It's Password... It's Super Password! Our special guests this week: (female and male 
celeb names here) And the star of Super Password, Bert Convy!" 


Aired: NBC: 9-24-1984 to 3-24-1989 
In 1984, the first version of the series since Ludden's death appeared on NBC's daytime schedule, titled Super 
Password, which was substantially identical in format to Password Plus. With Tom Kennedy now hosting Body 
Language, the hosting chores were handed over to Bert Convy (a good friend of Ludden's). There were a few 
minor changes to the gameplay, though: each puzzle was now worth $100 more than the preceding one, a 
Ca$hword bonus was added, where the winners of the second puzzle played an extra word whose jackpot started 
at $1000 and increased by $1000 for every day missed: up to three clues were necessary. Also, the players 
switched partners afier the Ca$hword, and a growing jackpot (starts at $5000 and increases by $5000 every time 
missed) was added to Alphabetics, which was now the Super Password Round. One unlucky contestant, Patrick 
Quinn, was arrested in 1988 after winning $58,600, having been spotted by a home viewer as a fugitive in an 
insurance fraud case. 
As far as we're concerned, not much is left of the ABC Password, though a 
precious few episodes still exist. 
However, the 1960s primetime episodes still exist, as do the episodes from the 
1966-1967 season, and of course, Password Plus and Super Password. 
Those existing Passwords have all aired on GSN; check GSN Online for 


scheduling information. 


Jack Clark was the announcer of the CBS series, John Harlan did the ABC 
version, and Gene Wood, the NBC versions. Other announcers have included 
Bob Hilton, Rich Jeffries, and Johnny Olson, just to name a few. 


Bob Cobert supplied the second, and more familiar, Password theme; all 
subsequent themes were composed by Score Productions: the 1971 theme 
had some synthesizers; the All-Stars theme was more upbeat and catchy; the 
Password Plus theme was jazzier (and my favorite Password theme); and the 
Super Password theme was even more upbeat. 


Nearly 30 different home versions have appeared in many different formats; 
there have also been computerized versions and electronic hand-held versions. 
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This is Allen Ludden reminding you that the password for today is unity; 
"Whether it is in the wake of the recent terrorist attacks or during a holiday 
season like Thanksgiving or Christmas, families spend time to stand in unity." 
Think about that. So long, see you tomorrow, | hope.

Description: The best word association game ever — in two short-lived alternate formats. 


Password All-Stars Game Play: Six celebrities competed for 
a full week. In the opening round, two celebrities alternated 
giving one-word clues to lead the four receiving celebrities 
to the password, with the first of the receiving celebs to ring 
in and guess the password correctly receiving one point. The 
first two celebrities to garner two points went to the main | _ 
game, with the first celebrity choosing which of the givers 
they wanted as partner, and the second paired with the 
remaining clue giver. 


The main game was more reminiscent of the original 
Password, with 50 points winning the game. One addition 
was the "double" rule, which allowed the first person giving | 
clues the option of playing the word for 10 points, passing 
it to the opposing team, or doubling the value of the word 
to 20 points for the first two clues. This meant that they 
really had to have a good clue, otherwise the other team 
would have the same word for 20 points, with one clue 
already given. The two winning players received 50 points 
apiece; the losing players received whatever points they had earned. 





Password All-Stars End Game: This was known as "20-20 Password," where the members of the 
winning team gave and received clues in order to add 20 points to their scores. Those two players then 
became clue givers, and a new round would begin with all six celebrities playing, as described in the 
Game Play section. 


At the end of the week, the four celebrities with the highest score returned on Friday for a tournament 
round. The highest-scoring celebrity that day won $5,000 for the charity of their choice. Two Grand 
Master Tournament rounds were also played during the run, with the winner’s charity receiving $25,000. 
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the main game. In the main game, two celebrity/contestant teams competed to score 50 points and 
move to the Big Money Lightning Round. 


Password End Game: Played in three 30-second stages. In the first stage, the contestant was awarded $50 
for each of three passwords correctly guessed. If at least one password was guessed, they moved to the 
second stage; if all three are guessed, they were awarded $150 plus $5 for each second of the 30 not used. 


In the second 30-second stage, each password was worth the total money won in the first stage (for 
example, if they guess all three passwords in the first stage and had five seconds left over, each password 
was worth $175). If at least one password was guessed, they moved to the third stage; if all three were 
guessed, they won the value of each word ($175 in the above example, or $525 for all three words) plus 
$10 for each second not used. 


In the final stage, the contestant played for 10 times the amount of money earned over the previous two 
rounds, which could be worth several thousand dollars. 


Background: Password 
first started on October 2, 
1961 on CBS. This version 
was very simple, with 
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contestants playing to 25 
points with their celebrity 
partners for $100 ($250 in 
the evening version), and 
up to an additional $250 
in a five-word, 60-second 
Lightning Round. This 
simple game, which 
showed celebrities playing 
a game with a contestant 
(previously, celebrities had 
only appeared on panel 
shows, guessing 
occupations and such), 
took the country by 
storm, and became 
immensely popular in both a daytime and nighttime version. Top-flight celebrities (Carol Burnett, 
Elizabeth Montgomery, Jack Benny, Garry Moore, Lucille Ball, and others) were delighted to compete. 
Milton Bradley box games sold by the truckload, eventually hitting over 20 editions. Allen Ludden, 
recruited from CBS’s College Bows, became a new and unique host: with his glasses and gentlemanly 
manner, Ludden, along with Jeopardy! host Art Fleming, became two of the best-known hosts of the 
1960s. Ludden married frequent celebrity guest Betty White in 1963 (his first wife died of cancer a few 
weeks into Password’s run), and the show eventually moved from New York to Los Angeles. One of the 
favorite parts of the show was the final minute, when Ludden would note "The Password for today is..." 
and then note a word that was sent in by a home audience member, along with a clever phrase or 
definition. Sometimes he would also note a charitable organization via a password in this manner. 





According to Bob Stewart, the show’s creator, as quoted in The Box (an essential book on the early 
history of television), "The original idea for Password didn’t work. That was, you had two opponents 
facing each other. When one looks at the other, behind his head he sees a word. Each one gives the other 
a one-word clue to see who gets it first. The problem is, what’s to stop one from giving the other 
deliberately bad clues. We [Stewart and What’s My Line? director Franklin Heller] kicked it around until 
we came up with the idea of having two teams of partners, and now each of the teams was trying to 
communicate instead of competing. When I presented the show to Mark [Goodson], he said, ‘If you can 
only give one-word clues, it won’t work because what are you going to do if somebody says mother-in- 
law. Who is going to know if it is one word or two?’ 


"Gil Fates said, ‘Why don’t you get a 
judge?’ 


"I said, ‘What a wonderful idea. We’ll get 
the best etymologist in the world.’ 


"I got to the World Book Encyclopedia 
and find out their etymologist was a guy 
named Reason A. Goodwin, a wonderful 
‘name. We would plug the World Book, 
and he would be the judge. It was 
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fabulous. Goodson agrees to do it. We 
sell the show in fifteen minutes, and 

we re now in the first or second week of 
taping. Sure enough, someone says 
something with a hyphen in it, which 
would be unacceptable. Everybody now 
looks anxiously at Reason A. Goodwin. Is 
he going to accept it? Reason A. Goodwin 
very calmly opens up a dictionary, looks 
up the word. We were hysterical. We 
could have had a girl do that twice as 





fast." 


CBS’s Password might have lived a longer life had it not been for a stroke of bad luck. CBS covered a 
press conference featuring Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara on July 11, 1966; ABC did not. 
Millions of dials, possibly not interested in Vietnam War coverage, switched to ABC and found the 
debut of Bob Eubanks’ Zhe Newlywed Game -— and they stayed there. (CBS never could get the knack of 
when to pre-empt and when to go with regular programming. Their decision of to cover Senate 
hearings on the war February 10, 1966, choosing to go with a decade-old rerun of J Love Lucy, led to the 
resignation of temperamental CBS News president Fred Friendly.) Password would be dropped a little 
over a year later in favor of Fred Silverman’s latest soap brainchild, Love Js a Many Splendored Thing. 
Syndicated reruns of Password aired for two years thereafter, a first for game shows. 


ABC took a chance in 1971 and dropped Password 
in at 4:00 p.m., the first game show to be returned to 
the air years after its initial cancellation, excluding 
the short period between runs for 7ruth or 
Consequences and the 1950s version of Break the 
Bank. (This move alientated long-time fans of the 
previous 4:00 p.m. show, the gothic soap Dark 
Shadows, whose cancellation had not been foreseen 
and thus loose plot lines weren’t tied up.) With a 
snazzier set, a doubling word in the Lightning 
Round and Ludden continuing as host, the show did just fine. Password later moved to 12:30 and then 
12 noon, where it competed head-to-head with Jeopardy! for two years. 





In 1974, Password’ s ratings started to slip again NBC’s Jackpot! and CBS’s The Young and The Restless. 
No surprise, really — the format hadn’t changed in 13 years, and started to look stale against such "mod" 
games as High Rollers, Match Game ’74 and so on. On November 18, 1974, Goodson-Todman took the 
drastic step of completely overhauling Password, turning it into an all-celebrity game (several all- 
celebrity weeks had been done in the past, but this was the first time it was a permanent arrangement) 
with a brand new set and name, Password Al Stars. 


Password Minus: Unfortunately, G-T would discover that all-celebrity games don’t work. Viewers don’t 
get excited about celebs winning money for their favorite charity — they get excited when average Joes 
and Janes like themselves win money with the help of celebs. The new rules were too complicated for 
viewers to grasp, and shook Ludden’s sure hand on the game. Further, some of the celebrities were aces _ 
at the game (Bill Bixby, Richard Dawson, Betty White), while others most definitely were not (Shelley 
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Winters? Ruta Lee? Wilt Chamberlain?). 


Viewers expressed their displeasure both by writing letters and by turning the channel. The end result was 
Password, which took Password All-Stars’ place February 18, 1975. It was an improvement over the A/- 
Stars format, and managed to incorporate some of the A//-Stars innovations (as well as a huge set built 
for all the extra players). But it wasn’t enough to save the show, which was dropped June 27, 1975, in 
favor of a new G-T game, Showoff. Give G-T credit, though — they never again tried adding extra 
celebrities to save a show (many other packagers learned this lesson the hard way). 


One happy postscript came almost a year after Password left the air: Allen Ludden won his first and 
only Emmy for hosting the show May 11, 1976, beating out Peter Marshall and Geoff Edwards. Ludden 
would go on to host Stumpers for NBC in 1976 and the syndicated Liars’ Club from 1977 to 1979. 


Password Plus: NBC 
brought Password back 
in early 1979, under the 
title Password Plus (set 
to be called Password 
’79 until the last. 
minute), again with 
Ludden as host. This 
time, G-T got it right, 
and for the third time 
(after The Price Is Right 
and Match Game), they 
completely overhauled a 
classic game and came 
up with one just as 
good, if not better. 
Celebrity-contestant 
teams gave clues to up © 
to five words, which 
together identified a person, place, or thing (called the Password Puzzle). The first two puzzles were 
worth $100, the second two $200, and the first team to earn $300 won the game and went on to 
Alphabetics. Similar to the Lightning Round, the celebrity was shown 10 words, starting with one letter 
(let’s say A) and proceeding alphabetically to the tenth letter following (J, in this case). They had 60 
second to convey the words to their partner, earning $100 per password identified or $5,000 for all ten 
($1,000 less per word thrown out for an illegal clue). At various points in the run, antonyms 
("opposites") were also illegal clues. Never a huge hit, the show managed a 3-year run on NBC, 

















Ludden, however, would not finish out Password Plus. He underwent surgery in mid-1980 and missed 
several weeks of tapings, with Bill Cullen, who had just wrapped up Chain Reaction, temporarily taking 
his place as host (this would be Cullen’s first daytime hosting job on a G-T game since the cancellation 
of the original Price Js Right). Ludden returned thinner but still at the top of his game, not revealing 
that he was suffering from cancer and the surgery hadn’t totally solved the problem. A stroke in October 
1980 permanently sent him to the sidelines. NBC and G-T debated tapping Bill Cullen again, but since 
he had begun hosting Blockbusters, the network settled on Tom Kennedy, who had hosted the similar 
You Don’t Say! for many years (and had become a good friend | 
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of Ludden and Betty White over time as well). Kennedy guided 
Plus through the difficult transitional period with the utmost 
sensitivity, often mentioning Ludden and his recovery on the air Pe 
(This must have truly been difficult — it was probably apparent 
to all close to Ludden that it was extremely unlikely he would | 
return to Password Plus, yet Kennedy could never say that on the 
air. ’m sure Kennedy never would have anyway — I think he 
would have given up the hosting job with no regrets if Ludden 
could have resumed the role.) In any case, Ludden never did fully ? 
recover and passed away June 9, 1981. Password Plus was 
dropped nine months later, as NBC tried to clear its games off 
the schedule in favor of soaps and prime-time reruns. 





Final Pass: Games = cas 
made a nice comeback on the network the following year, 
happily, so in September 1984, NBC dusted off Password Plus 
and returned it to the air as Super Password. With Kennedy 
busy hosting CBS’s Body Language, Bert Convy became the 
new host. The only changes from the Password Plus format 
were minor: $500 won the game (with each puzzle worth $100 
more than the previous one -- this rule had been added late in 
the Password Plus run). The winner of the second puzzle 
played the Cashword, worth $1,000 initially and $1,000 more 
for each day it wasn’t won (the celebrity had to convey a word 
with three clues inside 10 seconds). Contestants traded 
celebrity partners after the first two rounds, and Alphabetics 
was retitled the Super Password Round, the value of which was 
increased $5,000 for each time it wasn’t won (illegal clues also 
eliminated a partial win in this version). Opposites were also 
reinstated as legal clues. Convy’s version ran until March 24, 
1989. 





Key Phrases: 


e "Hi, doll." Ludden’s greeting to Betty White’s mom, generally at the opening of each show. 

e "The Password is..." John Harlan’s whispered phrase. By the way, the reason the word was spoken 
as well as shown was because original producer Bob Stewart's mother didn’t speak English, and he 
knew communicating the word both ways would get the point across better, not only to her but 
others in similar circumstances. 

e “As they look at it, we'd like you to see it." And in case you didn’t hear John, there it is on your 
TV set. I never realized how often Allen Ludden said this until I caught some reruns of the earlier 
version. 

e "I give the word to Elizabeth Montgomery, to Bill Bixby, and to our friends at home." A variant 
of the above Ludden phrase. It might have been nice to keep the password hidden and let the 
home audience play along (a la You Don’t Say, which didn’t reveal the person, place or thing 
about once out of every five clues).

Reruns: Game Show Network has returned all the existing Password formats to the air, which is a reason 
to cheer in itself. Password Plus and Super Password air back to back at 7 p.m. and 7:30 p.m. Eastern 
time weeknights. Color episodes of the CBS Password run at 11:30 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. on Saturdays and 
Sundays, with Password Plus running at 4 p.m. both days. (Note: the weekend Password Plus run is 
currently showing episodes hosted by Bill Cullen, so catch them now!) GSN’s Sunday Night in Black 
and White currently features a black-and-white prime time Password as well at 10:30 p.m. and 2:30 a.m. 





It appears someone at ABC erased many of the G-T shows made for the network in the 1970s (probably 
without the permission of the producers themselves, but who knows?) — which means you will never see 
the 1971-75 version of Password again. The only two episodes that appear to have survived are one 
Password All-Stars episode and the final episode of the overall run. The 1971-74 episodes, with the 
orange and yellow set and which contained the stronger format, are gone entirely. Pity. But we have one 
memory from that era... 


"Aristophanes!": Ludden and Betty White appeared as themselves on an episode of The Odd Couple, 
which featured Felix (Tony Randall) and Oscar (Jack Klugman) on a New York-based version of the 
show. Although the premise was flawed (celebrities are never allowed to pick their partners), the 
execution was brilliant, mocking Felix’s odd trains of thought. Given the clue "meat," he promptly 
responded "Lincoln!" Shown the password "bird," he offered Oscar the clue "Aristophanes." The episode 
was voted the most-popular sitcom rerun of all time by Nickelodeon voters, and the fourth-most 
popular episode of a TV series of all time by 7V Guide. And, of course, it’s still around!

Curt Alliaume, Executive Producer: My idea is to use the two different versions, plus the germ of an 
idea sold currently as a box game called "25 Words or Less," in which the clue-givers challenge one 
another as to how many clues it would take them to communicate five Passwords in 60 seconds. All 
three rounds would be played in each episode of Ultimate Password a round of regular Password up to 
25 points, one Password Plus puzzle, and one round as described above, called Password Challenge. The 
first two rounds would be worth $500 and the third worth $1,000, with the first team to score $1,500 
going on to Alphabetics for $10,000. In case of a tie or neither team hit $1,500 after three rounds, the 
two teams would play a tie-breaker round of regular Password to 15 points for $1,000 and the match. 
The rounds would be played in the order of the players’ choosing. And wouldn’t it be fun to use the 
different themes — six by my count — for commercial bumpers?

This updated 1971-1975 ABC Daytime version of the 1961-1967 CBS Daytime war of 
the words, hosted by The Professor Of Game Show Emcees, Allen: Ludden, best known 
as Password, was the latest in a spate of retreads of old Mark Goodson-Bill Todman 
games (e.g. What’s My Line?, To Tell The Truth, The New Beat The Clock, The New 
Price Is Right and Match Game 73). Here, new rules allowed .a,contestant to stay on 
the show as long as five days as long as he or she continued winning, and the winning 
team played the "Betting Word" after the "Lightning Round", wherein a contestant 
was offered a chance to risk any or all winnings on the ability to get his/her celeb 
partner to say the word in 15 seconds thereby doubling the bet. Another new twist 
added to ABC's Password was a Tournament of Champions, done to a small degree in 
the original ‘60s CBS version, in which the winner would return the next week to face 
the previous year's grand champion in a best-of-seven playoff for $10,000! 
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Password debuted at 4 P.M. (EDT), Monday afternoon, April 5, 1971, on ABC 
Television (replacing its six-year-old Gothic soap opera with a huge cult status, Dark 
Shadows), with Elizabeth Montgomery (Bewtiched) and Bill Bixby (The Courtship of 
Eddie's Father), launching the premiere week. Native Californian Judy Spicer, decked 
out in lavender 1971 hot pants, drew whistles on every partner change and rolled up 
$2,400 before retiring at the end of the first week undefeated. ABC's Password was 
popular enough to inspire a December 1, 1971 episode of The Odd Couple (ABC, 1970- 
75), in which Mr. & Mrs. Password, Allen and Betty White Ludden appear as 
themselves, and Felix Unger (Tony Randall) and'Oscar Madison (Jack Klugman) ~ 
become contestants on Password, but they don't seem to make a very good team. 
(Note: The Password set in the episode was a mere mock-up which did not take after: 
the.actual Password set for it was taped in Los Angeles whilst The Odd Couple was ~ : 
situated in New York City.) Betty White and Let’s Make A Deal host Monty Hall quests, : 
emened on separate occasions when Allen Ludden appeared as a panelist. 





After a couple of years, the old format had begun to stagnate, and on November 18, 
1974, Password All-Stars, with only celebrities playing for charity, commenced. The 
main game now had a new "doubie" rule (a player was given the choice of going for 
double points by trying to get his/her teammate to say the password on one clue) and 
before the main game was a new jump-in elimination round. Replacing The Lightning 
Round was a new 20/20 Password Round, which added points to a celebrity's total. 
But like the old saying "too many cooks spoil the broth," too many stars spoil the 
game, and contestants were reinstated in yet another revamped edition of Password 
on February 24, 1975. The elimination round played before the main game and the 
“double” rule remained, only now a 3-step lightning round was used in the bonus 
game. Nothing worked, however, and the show was dropped on June 27 to make way 
for the Bobby Van-hosted Showoffs, another Goodson-Todman game. An approximate 
total of 1,099 episodes were produced for Password. Happily, shortly thereafter, Allen 
Ludden was awarded an Emmy for Outstanding Game Show Host for Password (his 
only one!), just as Password itself won an Emmy for Best Game/ Audience 
Participation Show. |

Nowadays, Password has the biggest profile on Game. Show Network, with continuous 
repeats of the original 1966-67 color CBS Daytime (and 1962-65 B&W CBS Primetime) 
edition, and the 1979-82 (Password+Plus) and 1984-89 NBC Daytime editions (Super 
Password). Unfortunately, the 1,099 episodes of the "71-75 ABC Daytime version 
(along with the B&W CBS daytime edition) aren't in this rotation, as ABC, in a sort of 
"recycling" endeavor, erased the videotapes containing them for reuse (undoubtedly 
for the purpose of recording later Goodson-Todman games for The Alphabet Network, 
namely Family Feud and The-Better.Sex). As a.tragic consequence of this, a few 
surviving copies of ABC's Password ever exist anymore: 8 prints in the UCLA Film & TV 
Archives (including one on the Friday of the premiere week!), 3 copies in the trading | 
circuit (one Password All-Stars and 2 episodes of the original run, including -the-: 
finale), and I'm not sure, but The Museum Of Television & Radio may have a handful, 
too. (Why Goodson-Todman never bothered to make spare copies for the network [to 
air and dispose of as they saw fit] and keep originals for themselves is a mystery to 
me...) 

















Hence, my new creation, The ABC Password Page, my tribute to the lost 1971-75 ABC 
Daytime revival of the Goodson-Todman game show. It's got everything ABC 
Password: pictures, sounds, info, and links to other pages related to Password on ABC 
and beyond. I recently completed an archive of Celebrity Guests which will tell folks 
exactly when your favorite celebrity played Password on ABC! So enjoy, because, 
unless some "hoodwinking executive" is “hoarding the shows in some hidden vault to 
be trotted out as ‘lost’ episodes in a future year" (as Steve Beverly reported), or 
unless a time machine is invented so you can go back in time with a TV and VCR to 
record and retrieve copies of Password on ABC from the past, this is as close to 
watching repeats of ABC Password you'll ever come!

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Allen Ludden would host a third version of Password in 1979 
which was known as "Password Plus," but without the origin- 
al "25-point game/Lightning Round" version from the 1960's, 
and the early 1970's. Ludden was unable to finish what be- 
came a three-year run of "Password Plus," which concluded 
in 1982. He died of cancer on June 9, 1981, at the age of 
63. (Tom Kennedy took over as host in October, 1980.) 


-. In 1984, "Super Password" premiered, and the series would 


end in 1989; Bert Convy hosted the show (he died in 1991). 


Of the original series of "Password" shows hosted by Allen 
Ludden, a total of over 2,600 episodes (1,555 on CBS and 
1,099 on ABC), only about 350 still exist at this time--all of 
them from the 1960's CBS version. As for the rest, you will 
have to be lucky to see any of them that appeared on CBS 
from 1961-65 (daytime), or on ABC (1971-75); they have, 
as mentioned before, been replaced by other shows!
